Due to the prior art references cited below (see 35 USC 103 rejection and other 
prior art cited), last office action (notice of allowance) dated 11-17-05 is withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to 
a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 15 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over admitted 
prior art and Ha et al (US 6433477). 

Admitted prior art discloses a plasma display panel (figures 1 and 4) comprising 
a transparent electrode (12z), a metal bus electrode (13z), a first light-shielding layer 
(28) formed between the transparent electrode and the metal bus electrode on each 
discharge cell. 

The admitted prior art does not teach the claimed second light-shielding layer 
formed between adjacent cells. 

However, in the same field of endeavor, Ha discloses such a second light- 
shielding layer (100 of figure 5) formed between adjacent cells. Ha's second light- 
shielding layer restricts a discharge current between electrodes and prevents contrast 
deterioration. Thus, it would have been obvious, at the time the invention was made, to 
a person having ordinary skill in the art to provide a second light-shielding layer 
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between adjacent cells as taught by Ha in the prior art's device for the purpose of 
restricting a discharge current between electrodes and preventing contrast deterioration. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-14 and 16-20 are allowed. Claims 1-14 and 16-20 are allowable since 
the prior art of record does not teach the first light-shielding layer and the second-light 
shielding layer that different from each other in at least one of a thickness and a 
concentration of pigments in combination with remaining features of claim 1 . Prior art of 
record also does not teach the first and the second light shielding layers having a 
different light-shielding ratio from each other in combination with other remaining 
features of claim 16. 

Other Prior Art Cited 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Koshio et al, in US 6465956, disclose a plasma display panel showing a light 
shielding layer (15') between adjacent cells.
